Not only did Mr. Forget not keep 


these promises, but he only attended |” 


Parliament ten days during the six 
months’ seesfon recently ‘ended. His 
constituents tell him. that his boasts 
of carrying business into politics mere- 
ly meant that he put his own affairs 
firat and those of Charievolx far in 
the rear. The letter concludes “we use 
our own incontestable right in demand- 
ing that you keep your word and re- 
pafr tn some measure the Injustice you 
have done us by resigning your seat.”

Giant Whale Tows a Steamer. 

The whaling steamer Orion, which 
Captain Balcom and his associates are 
operating in connection with their mo- 
dern station at Sechart, on the west 
coast of Vancouver island, B.C., figur- 
ed in an exciting adventure last week, 
the outcome of which waa for two 
hours in doubt, while a monster “sul- 
phur bottom” whale, seventy-nine feet 
in length, towed the steamer seaward 
at better than fifteen knot speed. 

The whale had been harpooned In 
the ordinary manner, but was not kill- 
ed, aa usual, the bomb attached to thr 
harpoon failing to explode at the crit! 
cal instant. As the monster was only 
wounded and enraged there was nothy 
Ing else to do but pay out line and 
play the bix fish until it should become 
exhausted. Fo? two hours the whale 
traveled senward, towing the steamer, 
It kept under water the greater part 
of the time, coming up at quarter hour 
Intervals to blow; and so hard did It 
pull that the blades of the” harpoon 
loosened In its flesh. 

The whale’s pace grew ateadily tess, 
however, until It finally became very 
weak. The high speed at which it had 
traveled and the heavy drag of the 
steamer told, and the effect of the tow 
was intensified by reversing the ship's 
engines. Finally one of the ship's boats 
crept upon the whale and four hand 
lances were buried in {ts vitals.

Five Lives Lost —Thirty Persons In- 
jured, Some of Them Seriously— 
The Five Steerage| Passengers Were 
Washed Overboa ¢ and the Deck} 
Was Strewn With the Injured— 
Disaster Came Unheralded, 

New York, Oct. 16.—Five lives are 
known to have been lost.and. more than 
30 persons Injured, some of them ser- 
fously, on the Cunard Line” steamer 
Campania last Wednesday, when @ gi- 
gantic wave rolled over the vessel apd 
swept across a deck thick with steer- 








ton which attended and follow- 
od it that even the officérs of the steam- 
er themselyes were unable Saturday, 
upon the vessel's arrival here, to estl- 
mate the full extent of the tragedy. It 
is possible that the five persons known 
to be missing from the steerage, may 
not constitute the fullinumber of dead. 

When the Campania reached quar- 
antine Saturday ten of the injured pas- 
sengers were still ini the ship’sa hos- 
pital, some of them seriously, hurt, and 
® score of others were nursing minor 
injuries, 

The steamer was pi: ing along un- 
der full head way last Wednesday af- 
ternoon. A heavy quértering sea was 
running, but the weather conditions 
were far from unpl it and the big 
boat's decks were crdwded with pas- 
sengers, The steerage deck. was cover- 
ed with merrymakers and there was 
nothing to indicate the sepproaching 
disaster, when suddenly the big vessel 
lurched to port and scooped up an en- 
ormous sea. ; 

Submerged to Their Waists. 

The wave boarded the steamer about 
midships on the port side and swept 
clear across the steernge deck, com- 
pletely filling the space between that 
deck and the deck above and carrying 
everything with it. ft 

The steamer’s side was buried #0 
deep that the passengers on the deck 
above the steerage were submerged to 
their waists as the immense volume of 
Water rolled aft and then surged for- 
Ward. All the cabin passengers on the 
upper deck succeeded in clinging to 
supports while the water surged around 
them, and.were saved, but the unfor- 
tunates on the ‘steerage deck found 
themselves utterly helpless, The Irres- 
{s3}ble rush of waters, seeping towards 
the forward part of ship, carried 
‘eyerything before {t. Nettings, heavy 
railings and other obstructions which 
had been arranged near the railings to 
prevent passengers being washed over-

So:great was the volume and force 
of the rushing waters that a déor in 
the rall was smashed and through this 
opening five of the helplessz ones who |” 
had been caught by the wave, were 
mwept to thelr deaths. Others dashed 
Qgainat the rails and other like ob- 
structions, eacaped death, but many of 
them® recelved. severe injuries. One 
young woman had both legs broken at 
the thigh and several persons suffered 
broken arms and ribs, while more than 
& score wére brulsed and battered. 

When the wave cleared the veasel 
the forward part of the deck was 
strown with injured and for hours Dr. 
Verden, the ship's surgeon, aided by a 
number of physicians among the cabin 
passengers, was busy In attending to 
thelr “hurts. In the meantime an in- 
spection of the steerage was made by 
the ship's officers and it was learned 
that five of the passengers were miss- 
ing. No further information regarding 
the result of the Inspection was given 
out, :

Our 
civil officials, in concom with our Diet, 
haye diligently performped: their duties 
In furtherance of our will All meas- 
ures for the. prosecution of the war 
and for the adminis.ration of domestic 
and foreign affaira hare been proper- 
ly taken as the exigencies of the altua- 
tion demanded. Our people; frugal and 
prudent, have cheerfully borne the

EARLY CALIFORNIA SHIPS. 


Now Commerce Grew in . Pioneer 
Days ef the Golden State. 

The first European vessel to enter 
the port of San Francisco of which 
there Is any record was:the Eagle, In 
1810, commanded by Captain William 
1. Davis: She sailed from;Doston via 
the Sandwich Islands and Alaska. She 
carried nn assortment of gusis whict 
were a revelation to the natives, and 
their garments of skins and hides were 
substituted by the clothing of civiliza 
ton. Payments were made jn hides 
tallow, soap atid dsb. The Eagle thes 
became engaged in the sea otter trade 
and was very successful, as_ otter 
were plentiful in San Francisco bay 
and all along the coast. She made 
three trips, nettiug about $25,000 oz 
cach trip. This stimulated others, an¢ 
this discovery no doubt gave au im 
petus to commerce which made th 
port known to the world, 

Commerce jn those days of mann 
was carried on in what might be term 
ed a “free and easy” manucr. O1 
many articlea the duty was 100 pe 
cent, which practically amounted te 
confiscation or made smuggling neces 
sary In self defense. The Mexican of 
ficials generally opened the door. Fre 
quently vessels were permitted to pass 
Monterey, the port of entry, golng t 
Yerba Buena and, after selling as 
much of the cargo as possible, to re 
turn to Monterey for entry and dis 
pose of the remainder, 

The shippera were not sworn as te 
the value of the cargo, They gare fic 
utious Invoices and by~ this means 
woukd get off on the payment.of $5,006 
on a $20,000 cargo, 

It became so customary to swindle 
the government as scarcely to excite 
comment, except In cases where good: 
‘were concealed in false linings of the 
‘vessels and the government officials 
were. outwitted,

The Men and Thelr Work. 

Much of the Investigation was In the 
West. Two partles, those of Mr. R. G. 
McConnell and . 3fr, 
worked in the Yukon, following and 
studying the work of the gold-diggers. 
Three were empiyed in British Col- 
umbis, Dr. R. W. Ells examining the 
Nicola coal felds, and Prof. RW, 
Brock spending some time in the Lar- 
deau.mining region, while Dr. R. A. 
Daly continued his preparation of a 
geologic map of the ten-mile belt along 
the International boundary. Two par- 
tles were stationed in Western Alber- 
ta, Prof. John Macoun in the National 
Park, and Mr. D. B. Dowllag in the 
coal fields of the Rocky Mountain re- 
sion adjacent to the line of the Cans- 
dian Pacific. In the Cypress Hills In 
‘Western. Saskatchewan, Mr. Laurence 
Lambe discovered the fossil’ remains 
of some large extinct animals. 

The exploration work proper, spart- 
from Mr. A. P. Low’s Arctic expedi- 
tion, was’ done In Central Canada, in 
the large and little known region east 
of Winnipeg and north of Lake Super- 
for, Mr. Owen O'Sullivan mapped the 
west coast of James Bay. Mr. Wm. 
McInnes explored the nature of the 
almost unknown country at the sources 
of the Winlak and Attawaplskat Riv- 
ers, running into Hudson Bay and 
James Bay respectively. To the weat 
of him, Mr. Charles Catnsell examined 
the head waters of the Severn River, 
which flows northward into Hudson 
Bay. Both these explorera worked to 
the west and north of Albany River. 

Big Blank In 1902 Map. 

Mr. McInnes’ district is a blank on 
the big 1902 map of the Dominion, and 
Mr. Camsell's portion of the work lay 
through a region which is moat imper- 
fectly known. Eaat of the Albany. 
Mr. W. J. Wlison made important dis- 
coveries relating to the tributaries of 
that great stream, exploring the head- 
waters and severa} hundred miles of the 
courses of the Kenogami, Pagwachuan 
and Drowning Rivers. 

Proceeding eastward, we find more 
economic work.

Intercolonial, and shall recommend 
the application of certain 
which, if carried oct will, I am sure, 
forever hush any question of the trans 
fer of the Intercoloalat to any company 
or syndicate, or to anyone else.

+ Lonéon, Oct. 21—Beside that other 
great actor, Garrick, and-under the 
stindoW! of the’statue of Shakespeare, 
asthe interpreter of whose plays he 
Won’ fame, the ashes-of Sir Henry Irv- 
ing were > yest y given burial in 
Westminster , thus being ac- 
corded England's gteatest tribute to 
her dead. The services were of an’ im- 
pressive chacacter, and were conducted 
fg the presence of a congregation which 
included “thany ‘from the highest ‘om- 
cial life of England, eminent represen- 
tatives of the gallery to which Irving 
was so Invariably attentive, who could 
find ‘standing room in the abbey. 

King Edward was represented by 
Gen. Sir Dighton. Probyn, keeper of 
the privy purse, and the Prince of 
Wales was represented by Lieut.-CoL, 
Wm. HOP. Catrington, comptroller of 
the prince's household, while the Cabl!- 
net Ministers and Ambasaadors attend- 
ed In person. 

Long before the hour set for the ser- 
vice, Immense crowds gathered around 
the abbey, and those having cards of

He received a weekly salary 
of $350 when be was In the helght of 
his career, and he occupied the pedes 
tal possessed today by Lew Dockstad- | 
er ax-an eccentric black-faced come- 
dian of grotesque dress and droll hu- 
mor, althoush Burgess was a. clever 
dancer in addition to his other talents

New York, Oct. 23.—Refusal of the 
Truck Owners’ Association to accede 
to the demands of the International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters resulted Sat- 
urday in a strike which may involve 
the entire trucking business in this 
elty.

mountain waves. 

True to Their Comrades. 

In that final baitle, efght miles off 
Harbor Beach, knowing their overload- 
ed craft was doomed, the heroic crew 
of the Minnedosa, the first consort, cut 
the tow line connecting with the Mcl- 
rose, the second consort, to prevent the 
latter being dragged to the bottom, 

When those nine lives were swallow- 
ed up, not a cry was heard. Not a 
warning of peril came from the Minne- 
dosa,; and the crews of the steamer and 
of the other consort did not know 
when the sinking took place. 

Mate John Black of Kingston, stand- 
ing on the steel steamer. looked aft one 
moment, and the Minnedosa_ waz 
plunging from crest to truugh, creaking 
and snapping [n the «ale, that waz 
breaking her to pieces. 

Back of her, the Melrose was scarce- 
ly discernible In the darkness. | She 
had been cut loose, from the achooner 
ahead and was fighting it alone.

_ (iy Prot. G. AS Zavitz.) 
Upwards of . forty-fiye thousand 
acres of land wero. used for growing 
rape in Ontarlo In 1905, It ly a crop 
casy of cultivation, abundant In 
growth, and rich im fattening’ pro- 
perticy, Owing to Its broad, spread. 
ing Icaves, rape has a wondertul pow. 
er of smothering out weeds and is 
thus one of thy best crops obtainable 
for cleaning the land 

No less than eleven varieties of 
rape have been- grown in the ex- 
perimental grounds of the Ontario 
Agricultural College in each of the 
past three years, In 1905, the yields 
Varied from 4 to 21 tons per’ acre, 
the lightest yielder being the © Ger. 
man varicty, and the heaviest the 
Large Seeded Umbreiia rape. In che 
average of three years’ oxperimenin 
the: Large Socded Common, _ Large 
Seeded Umbrella, Buckbey's  Won- 
derful Dwarf Bonansa, uwart Essex, 
and Dwarf ‘Victoria varictles have 
given the greatest yivids of green 
crop per acre, The Dwari” Bascx is 
one of the most roiiable varieties, 
The German Summee (Uard Seed rape) 
should never be sown for aygricul- 
tural puryoses, us it sceds the same 
scasotf! as sown, thus furnishing a 
poor crop for Teeding and satroduc. 
img a plant which ts difficult to eri. 
dicate. This point should be carefully 
obscrved, ax serious trouble has 
soinclimes resuited from sowing 
large areas of this variety. 

The most suitable soils for rapo are 

fairly moist foams, rich In vegetable 
matter, Land shouid be prepared for 
supe similar to that for root crops. 
Soile deficient In — vegetable matter 
ehould receive a soating of atable 
suanure, A dressing of 80> pounds of 
nitrate of noda per atre when tho 
rape was about two Iaches high in. 
Creamed the yield of tho crop about 
two tons per acre in the average re. 
sulta of the co-operative experi- 
ments conducled over Ontario for a 
period of five yoars. . 
+ About the month of June, large 
plump seed should be sown ac the 
rate of one and one-half pounds per 
acre in rows nbout thirty inches a- 
pert and to u depth of one-half to 
one inch. A thorough atirring of the 
first two inches of the ground be- 
tween the rows cvery ten days or 
so increases the growth of the rape 
wonderfully, Flat cultivation is gen. 
erally preferable, ! 

Rape makes an excellent jute sum. 
autumn pasture crop for 
cattle, sheop and lambs. In 
3, Upwards of siz hundred 
pastured and fattened on 
the Experimental Farm at Guelph. 
It is growA regularly as one of the 
crop» in the short rotation. When 
tape in pastured by hoga there is 
more waste than when pastured by 
sheep. Several varieties of rape were 
fed to mitch cows and all produced 
a taint In the anilk, there being but 
liltle difference between the varie- 
ties in this respect, 

Animals should never bo turned on 
rape when hungry or when the rape 
is wet or frosted, There is not much 
danger of animals bloating if they 
are turned on gradually at first, al. 
lowing frea acooss to an old grasa 
field. and furnished -with plenty of 
salt. There ia practicatly nothing gain 
ed by feeding grain to animals when 
on rape. Lambs gain in welght from 
eight to twelve pounds per month 
on rape alone, 

If rapo is cut and placed in plies 
In tho field, It with remain in good 
condition several weeks. Usually. it 
can be hauled to tho stablo and fed 
to cattle, shoop and piga until Chriat- 
mas-time with cacollent satisfaction,

New: York, Oct.”25.—All the session 
yesterday of the Legislative Committee 
investigating the insurance companies, 
the affairs of the Mutual Life Insurance 
Co. were under consideration, and it 
was brought out that this company 
was paying for the dissemination 
throughout the country of reports of 
this investigation that were favorable 
to the company. 

Chariecs J,. Smith, a newspaper man, 
proprietor of The Insurance Record, is 
employed by the Mutual Life Insurance 
Co. to do many things, but a month 
ago he was placed in charge of the 
sending out of these reports. Mr. Smith 
testified. that he received several 
vouchers for the payment of this work 
and these aggregated $11,000, with’ 
more bills to come ig. He thought 
ibe amount to date would reach $14, 

Cost Mutual a Dollar a Line. 

Mr, Smith wrote these reports and 
submitted them to Allan Forman, who 
owns the Telegraphic News Dureau, 
and $1 a line was pald by the Mutual 
Life for the service. Clippings from 
Various papers about the country were 
shown to the witness and identified as 
the despatches ho wrote and sent to 
Mr, Forman. These were sent to about 
100 papers, but Mr. Smith did not know 
whether the papers were paid for In- 
serting them. In one despatch Mr. 
Smith wrote that Mr. McCurdy‘s attl- 
tude on the stand was a distinctly fav- 
orable impression, his own personal 
opinion, and for this he had to pay $2 
a line. ‘This, he said, was worth ft: 
It was his idea to send out ihe testi- 
mony that the A. P. neglects. to send 


out. 
$72,000 Out of $329,997. 

Walter Sullivan, who has charge of 
the magazine* advertising department, 
then was called. He sald the Mutual 
advertised In 12 magazines last year, 
at a coat of $42,000, Advertising In in-_ 
surance. papers cost about 
more, but he could not tell where the 
rest of the account of $329,997, the 
amount charged up to advertising Tat 
year, was spent. 

Actuary On the Stand. 

Earller in the day Emory McCilm- 
toék, the actuary of the Mutual Life, 
was on the stand. The entire carly ses- 
sion was given over to his explanations 
of technical Insurance. Mr. McClin- 
tock advocated no laws practicaly, for 
the Insurance companies, beyond a cer- 
tain ‘supervision, to give ‘The reports 
publicity. He thought the public could 
take care of themselves and that pub- 
Ucity was the best of law. Asked haw 
far this view was shared in official cir- 
cles, he thought he was somewhat of 
a missionary along that line. 

He had been on actuary of various 
companies aince 1868. He became ac- 
tuary of the Mutual Life In 1889. He 
was president of the Acturial Society 
of American from 1895 to 1897, and has 
been a fellow of the Institute of Ac- 
tuaries of Great Britain since 1874. 

Supports McCall. 

Mr. McClintock supported the, state- 
ment made on the stand by John A. 
MeCall, president of the New_York 
Life, as to the causes tcading up to 
many failures during the early days 
of insurance In the state. The com- 
pantes failed, said Mr. McClintock,-be- 
cause Uney had nothing to support 
them but the current premiums, The 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Co. the 
witness continued, yas on the verge of 
failure at one time, but, managed to 
prosper by adopting the industrial plan 
of Insurance. 

Another Prosident Called. 

John R. Hegeman, president of the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Co. wan 
examined, and when adjournment was 
taken he was still on the stand 

i'r, Megeman's explanations were 
Interesting, especially his statement 
that $876,000 was given to the tndus- 
trial polleyholders of his company last 
year without any obligation whatever. 
Mr. Hegeman. further said that, in 
elght years, his company had volun- 
tarily given to the policyholders $$,- 
000,000, 

It was brought out that, while tho 
company carried collateral joans 
throughout the year, none appeared if 
the annual report on Dec. 31. 

Their Books Wide Open. 

Toronto, Oct. 25.—At an open mect- 
Ing of ‘the insurance institute laat 
night, Hon. J. J. Foy, Attorney-Gen- 
eral, made a few remarks but kept 
clear of the subject. Mr. Burke, of 
Montreal, in the course of his remarks 
sald: “So far ax insurance companies 
in Canada are concerned, we do not ex- 
pect any such delving Into our affairs, 
{as in New York), but {f it ts con- 
templated our books will be found wide 
open.”

His Majesty asked Count Witte to 
speak frankly, and after lstening to 
the statesman’s exposure of the aslt- 
uation, he appeared to be utterly un- 
nerved by the deplorable state of af- 
fairs and cried out that he was weary 
of the struggle and felt like leaving 
all and fleeing to Darmstadt, hence 
probably the origin of the report that 
the Emperor was golng abroad.

Insurance Investigation in New York 

_ ~ Halted Till After Elections. 

New York, Oct. 27.—The feature 
Wedacsedey In the insurance situation 
was the announcement by ‘President 
Richard A. McCurdy of the Mutual 
Life Insurance Co. that a committee of 
the board of trustees of his company 
had been appointed to investigate the 
company and its methods. ‘The com- 
mittee comprises Wm. H.. Truesdale, 
Effingham B. Morr!s and John W. Au- 
chincloss, all prominent in the finan- 
~clal and business world. 

Stull another interesting development 
was the statement by President Mor- 
ton of the Equltable Life, showing that 
the receipts of that company for nine 
months of this year exceeded the ex- 
penditures by $16,723,197, an Increase 
of over $500,000 compared’ with the 
Fame period Jat year. Receipts from 
Premiums on policies for the third 
quarter this yeur were over $1,000,000 
less than in 1904. The expenses of 
the third quarter of this year were 
$839,913 lesa than last year, but for 
the first six months there was an in- 
crease over last year of $424,943, 

After an entire day given over to 
the examination of Emory McCiin- 
tock, actuary of the Mutual Life Insur- 
ance Co. and to the reading of fg- 
ures, the Legislative Insurance Inves- 
tating Committee adjourned until 
Noy, 8, the day after election. Some 
of Mr. McClintock's explanations 
brought out the fact that his Ideas 
were In many respects at variance 
with the established methods of insur- 
ance companies and that of his own 
company in particular,

London,* Oct. 27.—(C. A. P.)—The 
large {mports of butter from the col- 
onies seems to be causing some con- 
cern to the Irish producers. A dee 
spatch to The Freeman's Journal 
states that Canadian exports since

The 
mills and factories who joined the 
ranks of the 40,000 workmen in the 
strikers Wednesday, were increased by 
30,000 more yesterday morning. . All 
the employes of.the port, 4,000 ‘In 
number, walked out, and 12,000-other 
men from the steel works left work in 
a body, The inhabitants of St. Pet- 
eraburg awoke to find the capital re 
sembling a beleaguered city. The shopa 
in the Baxilostarov district and in all 
the suburbs, are closed, windows are 
boarded and barred and mounted pa- 
trols are to be seen everywhere In the 
streets, 

Meat Nearly Gone. 

The prices of food have gone up 
and the supply of beef {s only suffi- 
cient for three days, but there are am- 
Ple supplies of wheat and rye for two 
months, The Emperor and the court 
at Peterhof are supplied by a warship 
from St. Petersburg. All the families 
who can afford to have hastened /to 
lay in supplies and stand a siege. The 
suffering falls heaviest on the poor, 
who live from hand to mouth. Ali 
the bakers sold out their bread before 
noon. 

The meat dealers have been ordered 
by the revolutionists not to deliver 
meat to the troops under pain of death, 
and consequently the soldiers are liv- 
ing on canned goods. The butchers 
have notified thelr patrona that the 
meat markets will probably be closed 
to-day on account of lack of meat. All 
the St. Petersburg schools were closed 
yesterday and the children sent home. 
with instructions not to return until 
thelr parents think it Is safe to do so.

During the afternoon striking work- 
men began marching into the outlying 
districts and inviting their comrades 
to join them. The police and troops 
did not Interfere, but by Gen. Trepoft’s 
orders the spirit shops were closed. 
During the day the pharmacists for 
mally atruck. The police are becoming 
frightencd. many of them offering 
their resignations.

rible positions should take chances. 

As the five men approached the por- 
tion of the mine which Ix burning they 
Decame aware that the water had not 
extinguished the blaze. and decided to 
tear down the bulkhead erected to con 
fine the fire to one entry of the mine. 
Just as the covering was removed 
there was a terrific explosion and the 
five men were blown differnet ways, 
all dDeing Instantly killed. . 

Andrew ‘Roeder, who was some die 
tance behind the unfortunate men, ee- 
caped instant death, but was so badly 
burned that he died three or four hours 
later. He reached the bottem of the 
shaft, gave the alarm, and when the 
Feacuers-found the unfortunate men 
all were dead. The mine is now burn- 
ing, but no miners are entombed. 

John Hornical was one of the origi- 
nal owners of the Haselkirk Mine. 
Nos. 1 and 2, and i reported to have 
received nearly a million dollars for his 
holdings at the time the corporation 
was formed.

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THE TEXAN RANGERS. 


First Fight With indians In Which 
» Mevolvers Were Used, 

Joln Coffee Mays was reared on a 
farm In WHson conuty, Tenn., being 
born there in 1817. At the age of 
elghtcen he migrated to Texas, where, 
during the struggle of that Mexican 
province for independence, he served 
With distinction in the military cam- 
palgu conducted by General Sam Hous- 
tou, being noted for hia bravery and 
strategy. After the termination of that 
conflict Mays was placed In command 
of the small regular force that was 
shortly. afterward organized and be- 
catuc known .to fame as the Texan 
rangers. Many were the desperate 
fights in which be was engaged with 
the Gerce Comanches and border In- 
dinns, and lonumerable were the perils 
Which be encountered. He was the 
first to supply an armed force with 
Colt’s revolvers for use In battle. . 

The Indian mode of warfare in those 
early days was to draw their enemy’s 
fire and then sweep down upon them 
like a whirlwind, plying their bows and 
using their Jong spears with deadly ef- 
fect. Bo cautious were they in this re- 
spect that they soon distinguished the 
tlouble barreled gun when it was 
brought: {nto use and only approached 
when they were sure that such weap- 
ons bad been emptied. On the first oc- 
casion when Hays and bis rangers, 
arined with the revolvers, met a band 
on the warpath they allowed their fire 
to be Niberally drawn, and then the In- 
dians charged with exultant cries, but 
when the revolver .was brought toto 
play at close quarters the pane that 
ensuel was absolute and the destruc-

The church built of coral js one of 
the curiosities of the isle of Mahe, 
one of the Scyschelles Islands, in tho 
Indian ocean. The Scyschellea is- 
lands, which are supposed by many 
to be the site of the Eden of 
the Old Testrment, form an archl- 
pelago of eleven jalnnds and are sit- 
uated about 1,400 miles east of Aden 
and 1,000 miles from Zanzibar, They 
rise steeply out of the sea, culininat- 
ing In the isle of Mabe, which Ix about 
3,000 fect above the level of the ocean 
and is nearly the center of the group, 
All these Islands are of coral growth. 
The houses are built of a species of 
massive coral bewn foto square blocks, 
Which glisten Ike white marble and 
Show themselves to the utmost advan- 
tage In the various tinted green of the 
thick tropical palms, whose Immense 
fernlike leaves give pleasant and much 
needed shade. These palms grow as 
high as 100 feet and more, overtop- 
plng both the houses and the coral 
built church. They Mne the seashore 
and cover the mountains, forming fo 
many places extensive forests.

She «its down 
by our side, Then she looks up with a 
sweet ainile and says, “My dear, let 
us have a goml talk.’ Ax we talk she 
sews the big holes the boys have made 
In thelr stockings when they slid down 
the cellar door, which in their favorite 
toboggan. There she sits in the rail- 
read train conversing. While we are 
thinking of our absent dear ones, by 
the telepathy of love we know they are 
thinking ef us. They are constantly 
by our side. Tt is because they are 
ever preeent with us in thought that 
We try to be Just as goud and yure and 
true as if we\ could kins thelr ps and 
talk Ue them in the texh aa well as in 
the spirit. 

But are the faces of a father, a mo- 
ther, a wife, a child, the only ones that 
ore er present with us, becauxe they 
ure always thinking of ux as we or: of 
then?

God plans for us as a develo; 
friend. He fs like a true parent who 
has a child given Into bia caro by the 
birth angel The true father does not 
look Into the face of a child and say: 
“Now, IT have a child. [ will shield 
him. 1 will always keep him by my 
side ax a helpless child.” Oh, no. That 
ie not the true father’s way. No soon- 
er is the itve child born into the home 
than at once the parent begins to plan 
ahead for that child. He plans for 
him as a baby, as a hoy, as oa youth 
and as a fully. developed, man. He 
starts this planning ahcad when he 
chooses the name for the christening. 
The selection of the baby’s name Is no 
easy task. The mother may be of a 
poetic temperament. She may desire 
to give her son a name cuphonious as 
gvome of the romantic names of the 
Wild woods, But the father xays; “No. 
My son In all probability ix not going 
to be n poet or a mustelan. Ee ix go- 
Jag te be a plain, practical business 
tan ora lawyer or a doctor or a min- 
i He must have -a good, round, 
common-sense name that will not 
make him a laughing-stock among his 
Associates and one that can easily be 
remembered, Call him Joseph or 
Tames or Willlam or Edward or John.” 

































‘The planning of the parents for the 
child starts at the christening. 

Then comes the question of school, 
Perhaps the father has amassed some 
wealth. The money question fs rot a 
preasing one in the hoine. Where shall 
the boy get his education? The mother 
may desire to have her son go to one 
of the aristocratic private schovla of 
the clty, where he will have for com- 
panions the sons of wealthy families.

The wiac 
father does all this not because he ts 
hard hearted: not because he wants to 
Ket rid of the boy. He puts the burlen 
of Mfe upen the boy because he Is ao 
true friend to the child, planning his 
beat development. He wantx to make 
the most out of his xon and bring him 
Jo the highest physical, mental, moral 
and spiritual development, God La do- 
Ing for ux in a wide sense what the 
earthly parent is doing for hia child in 
a Hmited sense. He is placing his bur- 
dena upon ua te velop us He Js not 
inaking us struggle for the pre plens- 
ure of seeing us suffer. 
pelling ux to be caretakers that) we 
may grow In strength and climb the 
higher mountain peaks of Inspiration 
and power which he has Mfted for our 
thrones, and yet to-day there are but 
very few who have grace enough to 
thank God fér the divine hand which 
has sinitten them at welli ax for the 
divirie Mp which Ix ready ta speak the 
words of comfort and good cheer. 

Troubles are beneficent when packed 
upon m® man’s back In certain quant 
Nes, They may and do develop the 
phyrical and mental and spiritual man. 
But though the soldler goes forth with 
n brave heart tv Nght the battles of lis 
country, with a haversack upon hie 
shoulder, he could not fight, ne matter 
how brave his heart, if he bad a con= 
vict's chain riveted to hi« ankle and o 
mountain of oppresston tumbled © over 
upon hia breast.

us “Whoin the Lord loveth he cho 
teneth. God dealeth with you as with 
sons. For what son ls he whom the 
father chastencth not?” That means 
as the father reproves, rebukes and 
exhorts and developa the child by the 
heavy hand of trouble so God the Fa- 
ther deals with hix own. But in Corin- 
thians I also read these words ax u 
qualifying clause: “God fa falthful. 
who will not suffer you to be tempted 
above that ye are able, but will with 
the temptation also make a way to ea- 
eape that ye may be able to bear it.” 
That means that when troubles or 
temptations come upon us greater than 
we cnn bear then the Lord, who Jy ol- 
ways planning for us, will step in and 
sland between us and that temptation. 
‘Thus FE find God the developing friend. 
In the next place [ find God the pro- 
lector, God the rhfelder, God the ward- 
er off of two great dangera when we 

are not able to care for ourselves. 

Let me Mustrate bow well nigh im- 
possible It is for rome men to help 
theinselves’ unless they are first helped 
by others, Last summer it was my 
privilege, with a couple of gentlemen, 
to go camping through the mountains 
of southern California. For a long time 
T had wished to penetrate these moun- 
tains and go and live for awhlle upon 
some of the IndJan reservations, The 
great “San Luls Rey ‘featival” was to 
fake place among a cauple of these 
tribes. We timed our trip to witness 
this festival. so Important in) Indlan 
ife. There I saw some of the old In- 
dians, almost ds Ignorant and super- 
atitious as thelr ancestors were cen- 
turies ago, An old Indlun missionary 
told me some of tho strangest facts 
about them, Sald he: “Do you know 
that many of there Indians belleve in 
ghosts and apparitions, Just asx did 
thelr grandparenta? Though they talk 
but Ittle during the day, yet they heal- 
fale to go out at night because they 
are afrald of the darkness. They al- 
wayx whistle or/sing to keep the splrits 
from tearing them to pieces, Then 
there ts another ‘ullarity about them. 
With all the advancement of clvillza- 
tion éverywhere Been, many of these 
Indians have never learned even the 
commonest lawsAf bealth. They bulld 
thelr adobe hpdses with no adequate 
means of voritilation, When they bee 
come sick-fome of them will go to bed. 
Then-they will have erected four posta 
the four corners of the bed, In the 
old Louls XIV atyle. [ have secn the 
friends cover these posts over with 
Diankets and nol lrave one loophole for 
the fresh alr jo get in. There the sick 
man will le find simply be smothered 
to death. On account of bad yentila- 
tlon we find that moat of thexe Indians 
dle of consumption, although these 
mountalos furnish the alr which cures 
the white men of consumption when 
they come here and Ilve in the open.” 
These ure only a few of many similar 
statemnonts madé to me about the In- 
dian’s backwardness, 

Amazing ts the ignorance of the In- 
dian. There in these festivals you sce 
the old men dancing in thelr bare feet 
to the walling songs of the old aquaws, 
the samo kind of dances thelr forefa- 
thers danced fifty, sixty, seventy, years 
ngo. Instead of being men and:women 
they seem to be Just Mttle children. 
Aa lambs they are led to the slaughter 
by the sina of the white man. The 
Christian church must go in and put 
hee strong arm between these Indlans 
und sin, Ignorance and superatitlon, It 
must go tn, else the Indjun shall be 
wiped off the face of the carth, TNe

Is no*good Indian except a dead In- 
Ginn” has such a universal acceptation ! 
is because the-American Indian, unless | 
helped by the Christian day school, the © 
Christian church and. the | Christian 
missionary, will never be able to help

smite the red man down before he has 
time to open his eyes to see the white 
man's virtues. God speed the arduous 
work of the American missionary for 
the salvation of the red man and the 
red woman! These poor aborigines are 
being tumbled into drunkard’s graves

Ho will lift you 
up, ns you would run to the rescue of 
your boy when he ts confronting some 
xudden and imminent danger, if you 
will only call to him as your child calls 
to you; “Help, father! Help! Help!" 

The Lord sends us trouble to develop 
us, never to crush us. Those over- 
whelming mountains of trouble and 
temptation that are rolled upon us do 
not proceed from his hand. These 
mountains, these insurmountable 
mountains of temptation, are every- 
where around, Then §t behooves us to 
stay very close to the side of that lov- 


Ing Father who Is always thinking and * 


planning for us. Stay by the Lord, 
who will always protect us when It is 
necessary for ux to be epiritually pro- 
lected,

Proclamation Is to Be Issued at Once 
—Representatives From All Seo- 
tions; Martial Law to Be Abolished 
—Count Witte In Controt—Situa- 
tion Had Reached the Crucial 
Point. 


London, Oct. 30.—The Dally Tele 
graph’s St. Petersburg correspondent, 
telegraphing Sunday night, saya: 

“I am informed that the Emperor 
has just accepted the Liberal program, 
appointed Count Witte premier and 
given legislative powers to the, repre 
sentative assembly, allowing represen- 
tatlves from all sections of the popula- 
tion to be elected to It, and abolishing 
martial law throughou: the Empire. I 
am further informed that the Emperor 
will ixsue a manifesto to the people to- 
morrow,” $ 

In earlier despatches the Dally 
Telegraph's correspondent describes 
the autocracy as iike “a bulb of mer 
cury fallen from a height and shivered 
into litue globules,” and Rusala as hav-

ing become “an archipelago of political 
islands independent of the others all 
dealing with public affairs with hard- 
ly any reference to the will of the 
once all-powerful monarch. 

Anthmonarchial sentiments, the 
correspondent gocs on to aay, whioh 
would have been a terrible crime two 
Months ago, are now in everybody's 
mouth. The Russlan people, suddenly 
educated by events and sobered by a 
sense of responsibility, is ubie, willing 
and determined to manage Its affairs 
in {ts own way and without {nterfer- 
ance from above. t 

“ My belief {s that if the authorities 
abstain from violence the strike will 
terminate next week, because the So 
clalists are walting till the end of the 
year for &ny armed insurrection, when 
they will be fully prepared.” 

Baseless Rumors. 

Among countless, baseless reports, 
which received credence today, were 
that the Emperor had embarked on a 
veasel and fied to Denmark, that Gen. 
Trepoff had been killed by a bomb, and 
Vice-Admiral Birlleff had been assasal- 
mated by mutincers in the Black Sea. 

With a strike in the Government 
postofice last night, communication 
with the Interior practically ceaned. 
Government troopa were placed in the 
telegraph office, but only a few lines 
are working. Many nes, including 
the land lines to the continent, and to 
Tibau, where they connect with the 
cable, have been cut. t 10 o'clock, 
however, the cable by w: of Nystad 
and Sweden was stfil open ¥This is now 
the only thread connecthhg Russia 
with the outer world, 

Like an Armed Camp, 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 30.—The Rus 
sian capital is like a city in the po» 
session of a foreign army. Last night 
again the soldiers, of whom there are 
90,000, are bivouacking in the darken> 
ed and otherwise deserted streets. The 
Neveky Prospect alone is flooded by 
the glare of the great searchlighta fix- 
ed on the spire of the Admiralty build- 
ing. The curious are drawn there like 
moths to a candle, and the aldewalks 
are thronged, while the Government 
clerks scurry along the roadway 
threading thelr way through the In- 
fantry and cavalry patrols, Although 
there were rumors of bloody encount- 
ers during yesterday none of them 
could be authenticated. 

Troops Shoot at Odessa. 

Odessa, Oci. 30.—Cosracks have com: 
menced firing on the crowds of work- 
men and students, who had barricaded 
street cormera with «strect miilway 
poles and furniture.

GENTLEMEN OF ENGLAND. 


How Their Claims Were Establiched 
Pe gee In the Middle Ages. 

A curious meeting was held In Lyons 
on Jan, 4, 1609. The royal commis- 
sloners solemnly sat.in council to d& 
cide the question if lawyers and doc 
tors cculd be reganicd as gentlemen. 
It proved too hard a problem for the 
wise beads, and the doctors and law- 
yers themselres were Bummoned to 
prove thelr right to gentility. The mat- 
ter was settled to the satisfaction of 
the professional parties. 

In the middle ages of England her- 
alds went through the counties to ex- 
vamine. into the claims of landholders 
to be called gentlemen. There Is In ex- 
istence an interesting Ist of the dis- 
qualified, and ono reads today the 
shame of a certain Thomas Robbins 
who falled to establish the title and 
was writ among the Ignoble. Charlies 
Anscote, a representative of one of the 
oldest families, is registered as “en- 
titled to be styled a gentleman, al- 
though worth not more than £500."" 
~ Brooke, an old writer, has given the 
world his opinion of what constitutes 
a gentleman, and bis definition has 
never been excelled: 

“The character, or, rather, quality, of 
a gentleman docs not In any degree de- 
pend on. fashion or mode or state or 
opinion; nelther does It change with 
customs, climates or ages. But, as the 
spirit of God alone can Inspire St, so It 
is that quality of heart which ts the, 
same yesterday, today and forever.”

Victims of Angry Chinese Outside of 
Nanking, Active In Movament of 
Boycetting American Goods — Had 
Stightly Injured Chinese Woman 
While Shooting Pheasants — Attack 
Regarded as Serious. 


London, Oct. 31.—A despatch to The 
Evening Standard from Shanghal says 
that Rear Admiral Train, commander 
in-chlef of the American’ Asiatic 
squadron, and his son, Lieut. Train, 
have been victims of a savage attack 
by Chinese outside @f Nanking. The 
Amorican  ofiicers were pheasant 
shooting when the admirat accidental- 
ly shot a Chines@ woman, slightly tn- 
juring her. - 

Hundreds ‘of villagers thereupon str- 
rounded the officers, took away their 
guns, knocked the admiral down in 
the mud and held Liew!. Train aa a 
hostage. Forty American marines 
landed as a rescue party and were at- 
tacked by a mob of Chinamen, who 
tried to pitchfork the officera. The 
marine were obliged to fire «twice. 
The Chinese oficlax refused to re 
store the officers’ guns and supported 
the villagers.

MUTINY ON BRITISH BARK. 


Crew Worn Out Refused to Work— 
The Mutineers Arrested, 

Seattle, Oct. 31-—The British bark 
Dundee, Capt. Jamen 8. Stephens, ar- 
rived Sunday. The vessel salled from 
Bremen on March 4. bound for Seattle. 
When she reached Cape Horn. in June, 
ten of her crew of fourteen were sick 
and worn out. Heavy gales forced the 
ship back, and after beating about the 
cape for a week with only three able: 
bodied men, the other aallors made 
the captain put about and run for Cape 
Town. Before reaching that port the 
sallora recovered to some extent and 
the captain refused to land. 

In the Straits of Sunda, on July 8 
the crew mutinied and forced the offi- 
cers to seek protection in -thelr cabin. 
In Batavia the crew were placed In 
irons and a crew of coolies navigated 
the vessel to Singapore, where the sall- 
ors were tried for mutiny. Part of the 
nuinber were sentenced to * eleven 
weeks at hard labor. The men con- 
tended that poor food and brutal treat- 
ment by the officers had forced them 
to mutiny.

and Dismissed by Judges—The Oth- 
er, However, Stands — Witnesses 
Swore Money Was Paid Them by 
Liberal Chairman of. Subdivision 
No. 11, Frontenac Ward. 


Kingston, Oct. 31.—The trial of the 
election protest against the return of 
E,.J. B. Pense, Liberal M. P. P. began 
at 2.30. yesterday afternoon in a 
crowded court room before Judges 
Btreet and Teetzel. -John NeIntyre, 
K. C, and W. F. Nickle appeared for 
the petitioner, Donald McIntyre, while 
Z.'P. Mabee, K. C.. of Toronto and J. 
McDonald Mowat were present for the 
tespondent. When court had adjourned 
at ‘6.30 only two charges out of 176 
had been taken up. One was allowed 
to stand and the second dismissed. 
Two witnesses testified to getting $5 
each In a room of the Beaupre House 
on election day, 

It was also brought out.that impor 
tant witnesses are missing, ag well an 
the books of the Reform Association. 

The first charge taken up was that 
8. 8. Corbett, Lesile Hughes and Har- 
ty Thompson bribed Alfred Dugall. 
Dugall did not want to take. the oath, 
and refused until the judges threaten- 
ed to send him to jail. Dugall testi- 
fled that 8. 8. Corbett, an undertaker, 
met him the afternoon of the election 

“He asked me to vote, and I told him 
I wouldn't vote unless I got pald for 
it." Dugall swore, “He rald that. would 
be all right, but 1 sald [ would not 
vote ti I saw the money. We then 
went Into a room In the Beaupre Ho- 
tel. Two other men were there; Les- 
Ne Hughes and Harty Thompson. Cor- 
bett gave me $4, and I xald I would not 
do it untexx I xot the rest. Some one 
then pulled out another dollar." 

Didn't Keep ft All, 

“Then I went into the polling booth. 
They axked me to awear, and I refused. 
Then I went back to the hotel. Cor 
bete and Hughes called me into n room 
and told me I had tu pay back the 
money for not voting. Hughes said 
i€ E did not he'd take it out of my hide. 
Then I gave them back $2.50 and kept 
the same amount for myself.” 

S. 8. Corbett: was called and swore 
that he did not remember seeing Dug- 
alt on election day. He had met 
Hughes and Thompson at the Beaupre 
House, but had not paid out one cont 
for corrupt purposes that day and did 
not know of anyone else who did. He 
afterwards remembered that Dugall 
had spoken to him that day and Judge 
Street remarked: “You are beginning 
to remember now.” 

The petitioner then tried to prove 
that Corbett was an agent of Pense, 
and it war proved that he was chair 
man of subdivision No. 11, Frontenac 
Ward. 

J. McDonald Mowat, president of the 
Reform Association, was examined by 
Mr. McIntyre at great length as to the 
Liberal organization. He did not know 
who the chairmen of subdivisions were. 
Mr, Mowat stated that the wards were 
not organized for election purposes, 
but for the distribution of patronage, 
and this waa the object of the Reform 
Ausociation also, 

The names of Leslle Hughes and 
Harty Thompson were called, but 
there was no response. 

There arc nearly a dozen Liberals 
who are absent from the elty, 

R.H. Toye, secretary of the Reform 
Association up to Jan. 10 last, was also 
called. He did not know except from 
newspaper report who the ward chair 
men were. The minute books he had 
left in the association rooms, locked 
the door, handed the key to Mr. Mow: 
at and never saw them again. Mr. 
Bowat also disclaimed alt knowledge 
of them. Mr. Pense's contribution. to 
the funds was $400. Thix charge the 
Judges allowed to stand without giving 
any decision, 

Not Proven, 

The second charge was also against 
8. S. Corbett of bribing Wallace Har- 
tiso. This witness awore that he had 
been taken to the polls by W. D. Carey 
of the Albion Hotel, where he board: 
ed, and afterwants brought over to 
the Beaupre Houxo by a man Intro 
duced as Corbett. Witness und he had 
a drink of whiskey and then he was 
taken Into a room where a young man 
wald; “I suppose it's a V2" Witness 
was given $5 and left the hotel with 
Corbett. Did not know he was really 
Corbett, nor would he be able to iden- 
tify him it he saw him again. Cary 
swore he knew nothing of the trans: 
action, and the Judges held the charge 
Was not proven. 

Court adjourned at 6.30, to meet 
again at 9.30 Tuesday morning.
